Antlqnltr of EBvrmTlnr- 

Gems were engraved at a very early 
period of the world’s history. The very 
oldest specimen of this art In eiistOBca 
is believed to be a square signet of yel¬ 
low jasper engraved in' the year 1450 
B. C. and now in the British museum. 
The engraving upon it Is a fair picture 
of the horse of Amenophis II., and the 
characters underneath have been deci¬ 
phered as being the names and title* of 
that monarch. The earliest instance of 
an engraved precious stone is the em¬ 
erald ring of Polycrates, 740 B. C. The 
Bible tells us that the Judaean bifb 
priests wore breastplates with the 
names of the twelve tribes engraved 
upon them, but notwithstanding this 
there la no known Hebrew engraving

On Sunday afternoon a number of boyi 
and vouug men gathered ae uiual and after 
bathing for eome time were preparing to 
leave with the exoeption of Delbert, who 
wae noticed ewimmiog away from the 
shore and was at once oantioned by one of 
bis companions to return for they knew be 
was but an amateur in the art of swimm¬ 
ing. In making the turn it is supposed be 
lost his stroke for he at once disappeared 
beneath the surface. Charles Ingoldsby at 
onoe swam out to his aid and caught bold 
of him as he came op, but the unfortunate 
yonng man seized his would-be rescuer 
with such a firm grip that they both went 
to the bottom twice, and only by a super- 
bnman effort did Ingoldsby free himsself 
from bis struggling companion and regain 
the shore only in au exhausted oonditioo. 

A couple of the terrified young speokators 
were at onoe dispatched for aid, the near¬ 
est being over a mile distant and in less 
than an hour a large crowd had gathered 
and after a little searobiog the body uf tb<r 
Yonng victim was located at the bottom 
of the lake in some ten feet of water. 

Tbos Shannon dived to the bottom and 
brongbt the corpse to the shore, after 
which it was at onoe conveyed to bis home 
Deceased wae abont eighteen years of age 
and of of a careful indaBtrious disposition. 
A )oanfer brother witnessed the sad 
aouidenr. The beaeaved family have the 
sympathy of the .whole community. The 
funeral on Tuesday to the Methodist 
oburoh was largely attended.

'i'o render perfectly clear that j 
which shall follow 1 must state that 
Uio Mancrio is situated some fivej 
thousand feet above the sea-level on 
i the coast side of Brazil, and that it 
‘ in built on a tributary of the Rio 
Negro. Its chief industry is min¬ 
ing. 

Eight years ago indications point¬ 
ed to the fact that the richest ore 
lay under tho bed of the river, and 
that, could the w'ater be diverted. 
Hio Mancrio would rapidly develop 
into a prosperous tbwn. An extreme¬ 
ly clever engineer of the name of 
John Hyde was engaged from Eng¬ 
land, and he reported favorably upon 
(ho idea. 

Mr. Hyde's scheme was to throw a 
dam across tho river some four miles 
above the town and so divert its 
course into another rocky vallqy. 
Prospecting proved that rich ore ex¬ 
tended to within a mile of the pro¬ 
posed dam, v/hich was to be built 
between the sides of a narrow val¬ 
ley about eight hundred feet above 
tho beginning of the rapids under 
which tho ore lay.

SHOOT!.NO WITH SHIMOSE. 

Since the war between Russia and

It is claimed 
I that, in spite of its treiieondous pow¬ 
er, the powder can be handled with 
perfect safety.

From r)r«'.sent indication.s I should 
estimate tho increasi* in the hay crop 
due to the ashes alone at least one 
ton per acre. About two tons of 
ashes were applied, hence each ton 
of ashes will make a hr If ton of 
hay. At eight dollars per ton this 
would give four dollars value per 
ton of ashes to be added to the four 
dollars per ton benefit to the wheat 
crop, making eight dollars in all. 
This is two-thirds the chemist's esti¬ 
mated value of the potash, phosphor¬ 
ic acid, and lime contained in a ton 
of ashes; hence between the wheat 
and the clover together an exceeding¬ 
ly large amount must have become 
available for plant u.se, or made 
other food available, or prevented 
the choking of the young clover 
plants by weeds or sorrel, 

I am inclined to believe that the 
great benefit in this case was due os 
much to the keeping down of red 
sorrel (which grows quite abundant¬ 
ly on this soil) as to its fertilizing 
properties. Where tho ashes were 
applied very little sorrel is found, 
but this 'is the principal crop on the 
remainder of the field. Now sorrel 
is a very acid plant, and is, per¬ 
haps, nn index to over acidity of the 
soil. If so. this condition would 
be rem**died by the lime of the ashes 
and sNich soils would be more bene- 
fltted by its afiplicatiun than those 
less acid. 

Thup far ashes have surpassed our 
most sanguine expectations os a fer¬ 
tilizer, and as a limited amount of 
t'hem are accessible wo hope to con¬ 
duct some further experiments along 
this lint ttpecially with reforonce to j

Oor iMM|;hbora over in Ontario have 
alwavH been noted for baviii); more 
ynjlitics to the Hciuaro acre tli.in any 
other part of llis Majesty’d Dominion 
of Canada, and the ingenuity diaplay- 
ed in converting of “trifles light as 
air” into grave political “issues” is 
among tliem a singular gift that 
seems to be developed into abnormal 
acuteness by the “cold shades of 
opposition.” Joe Rymal used to say 
that he would rather meet a she-bear 
robbed of her cubs than a Tory out of 
cAice, and perhaps the same might be 
said in a milder way of the other 
fellows. It is certainly aggravating 
to the average Tory to have to sit on 
the fence and watch the hated Grit 
gathering the fruit from what the 
former had for generations been edu¬ 
cated to regard as his own particular 
vineyard. The desperation born of 
unsuccessful efforts to oust the Re¬ 
form party from power in Ontario has 
led their opononts of late year.«, 
particularly under the weak leader¬ 
ship that followed the retirement of 
Sir William Meredith and his eleva¬ 
tion to the bench, into a series of 
political fiascos ranging from the 
ridiculous to the discreditable and 
finally into the Garaey conspiracy, 
which combines the most sordid and 
contemptible features of both those 
characteristics. It is indeed hard to 
understand how politicans of ordinary 
common sense could bo so short sight¬ 
ed as to present so disreputafile an 
instrument and so vile and transpar¬ 
ent a Action as Gamey and his plot to 
an intelligent and fair-miiubd people 
as an issue, without realizing that 
such a course must react to their own 
confusion and hurt. Gamey himself 
is a creature quite unique in Canadian 
politics—according to his own and 
other testimony elicited by the com¬ 
mission of enquiry into his charges, 
both personall}^ and politically devoid 
of honor, conscience or sluiniu. Nom¬ 
inated by conservative convention, he 
canvassed openly as an independent, 
professing to the public that for the 
advantage of his constituency, Maui- 
toulin, he would support any govern- 
meut in power, and to Jiis intimates 
that he was going into it for what¬ 
ever he could make out, of it. Being 
returned, his election was protested, 
and he thereupon voluntarily gave 
written assurance to the Premier of 
bis support, and by this means secur¬ 
ed the withdrawal of the petition. 
The government liad a majority of 
throe, and Gamey, tempted, it is pre-

Ill more recent times the first to 
project a chart of the heavens was 
lllppurclius, who upon the appearance 
of a new star decided to rci-ord the 
Ktato of the nUy in hl.s time and to com¬ 
pile a catalogue of all the stars visi¬ 
ble above his horizon. lie enumerated 
l.OHO stars and In order to fix accurate¬ 
ly their positions Invented the plani¬ 
sphere, a projection of a sphere upon 
a plane surface, which is for most pur¬ 
poses more u.seful than a globe.

MOVING PICTURES. 


They Were L'aed by tbe Eayptlnna 
Long Centarlen Aaro. 

There is reason to suppose Hint the 
terrible scenes by which Initiates Into 
the ancient Egyptian mystcrlc.s were 
Impressed were some sort of moving 
pictures, although how they were pro- 
diicocl before the Invdntlon of glas.s 
lenses can onl^’ ho snrml.sed. 

From the fourteenth century onward 
such representations wore almost as 
common, tliough not, of course, so per¬ 
fect, as they are nowadays. Chaucer 
mentions them ns the “uppearanceu 
which subtail tregotours perform at 
feasts,” the kind of shows which would 
appeal to the taste of the period famed 
for hunting, hawking and Jousting, 
which were represented. As lenses 
wore known at this dale lhp.se apjioar- 
nnccs were probably managed by some 
kind of rude magic lantern, although 
that In its modern form was not known 
until long afterward. 

Whatever the apparatus was. Its use 
must have been very widely spread, 
for such (liver.se witne^sos as Dcn- 
venuto Cellini and Sir .Tolin M:indc‘- 
vllle testify to Iiavlng seen Its results. 
The latter has left It on record that he 
saw moving pictures at the court of 
the Great Khan in central Asia. 


DWARF TREES. 


Tk« Abnormal Growtlm That Are 
Produced by (be JniiniiCNc. 

The curious modillclMion of natural 
growth dates far back. Wc read that 
In ISl’G Professor .Meylan saw a box. 
one Inch square and three Inches high. 
In which were growing a fir, a bamboo 
and a tiny plum tree thick with blos¬ 
som. 

The Swedish botanist and traveler 
Carl Thunberg In JS07 described a 
number of these abnormal growths and 
told of the pride with which Japanese 
garden experts produced dwarf trees 
for practical purtioses as well as those 
weird little midgels which excite onr 
wonder. Ho saw, for instance, orange 
trees six Inches high which bore fruit 
the size of a cliciry, "and yet sweet 
and palatable,” 

The soerot of their system Is based 
upon such well known principles as 
tbe retardation of tlio fiow of sap, the 
selection of tbe smallest seeds, gather.- 
ed from the smallest trees: a minimum 
supply of water and the nipi»ing out of 
loaders n?ul the eliecking of taiirools 
and of all vigorous shoots. They take 
for their iiurpose trees which ret.-iin vi¬ 
tality under most adverse conditions. 
The CbiiK'so are their sole rivals in 
this eccentric art.

CROCODILE FISHING. 

Inffeuloun ,Mc>(ho<l of rnteliliig tho 
Ueniita I'acd In liidlu. 

A coiTcspontlont of the London Fic'hl. 
writing on tho itursnit of tho crocoiille 
in the .Malacca strait, describes tlio in- 
g(*niou.s method of catcliing the boast 
adopted by tlio mitivo.s of tho Kodali 
river. Ho says: “A small bamboo raft 
some two feet square is constructed, 
and oil it is erected a Hag post sur¬ 
mounted by a red Hag, while from the 
underside of the raft, or float, rim 
twenty or thirty yards of stout line, 
ending in a few feet of ehaln. To this 
chain Uio barbed hook of bard brass 
metal is attaclied bj’ three feet of un¬ 
twisted liber in order that the tine 
ligaments may get between the croco¬ 
dile's tc*c‘th and thus prevent his suaiv 
plng off the bait. On the shank of the 
hook a live fowl Is made fast, together 
with a short length of bamboo, to give 
It flotation, and then the raft, line and 
bait are dropped into tbe river. Loudly 
squawks tlie uiifortunale fowl for a 
few minutes, but Its sorrows are short 
lived. A splash, a swirl, tbe bait has 
disappeared, and then tbe men return

Tlip roso of .forlflio is perhaps one of 
the most fnmllhir of the curiosities of 
plant life known or rcMurrcction plants. 
It la Kiiltl to he lm|>orte<l from the val¬ 
ley of ihe river .Iordan and la the resur¬ 
rection plant montloiioU in the Bible. 
The plant when received from Its na¬ 
tive home is simply a bunch of leafless 
and .seemingly lifeloR.H sticks or 
hranelies elu.stored tightly together. 
Wlieii placotl in n glna.s of water, how¬ 
ever. the Iiraiielie.s exfuind, seed buds 
unfold, and soon the green folingS 
starts out. and tlie plant growa. 

The Mexican rc.sarrectioii plant is 
the flufly. feriillke variety often no- 
'J< nl in samers of water in the florist’s 
window. Wlien U. Is dormant it is a 
shrunken, mnnded hall of tightly fold¬ 
ed leaflets, dry atul dead. 

It is drr.pptHl in a liowl of tepid wa- 
li*r, and soon one frondlike tip curls 
slowly outward, tiien another and an¬ 
other, and In a sliort time there is float¬ 
ing in tlie di.sl) a heantiftil metallic 
green plant, a gre.it. loose, expanded 
rosette of lino fernlike le.ives, odd and 
he.atilifiil. 

Tlii.s e.xperiment ean he repeated 
many lime.s, the f.lant etirling together 
tightly when ilry and expanding into 
new life when soaked In water.— 
Young Teople’s Wevkiy.

(’alh'd to liiniiiiigham, he erected a 
largo i)lant for lightiiig up the Soho 
works. This drew attention to the 
whole inatti r, and In ISn.'l London be¬ 
gan street lighting. The Royal so 
ciety In gave Murdoch its Hum- 

ford gohl iiu'ihil for his invention.—

GOOD THINOS TO EAT. 

For sweetbread croquettes, cook, 
cool and mince a sweetbread. Add 
enough chopped chicken to make 
a full pint. Melt one-quarter cup¬ 
ful of butter, add one-half cupful of 
flour and cook until frothy. Add 
gradually, stirring aU the time, 
one cui>ful of rich, well-seasoned 
chicken stock and ono-tMrd cupful of 
cream. Season with pepper, add 
a beaten egg and the minced sweet¬ 
breads. When cool, shape, roll In 
fine bread or cracker crumbs, then 
In beaten eggs and again in crumbs, 
rry in deep fat, drain, and serve 
Avith mushroom sauce. 

Banana Hhortcake—Make a rich 
ten-biscult ci-ust, bake in jeljy-cake 
tins in not too thick lii^-crs. When 
done, split open with forks antT but¬ 
ter while hot, three la^'ers being 
enough for one cake. The two bot¬ 
tom layers and one top make the 
best shape. Take about three good- 
sized thoroughly ripe bananas and 
shred finely with a fork. Spread a 
layer of the fruit on the crust add¬ 
ing the least bit of salt, and sprin¬ 
kle well with powdered sugar. Add 
the next layer in the* same way. On 
the last one spread fruit very thick¬ 
ly well mixed with sugar, so ns to 
form sort of icing. Serve with soft 
custard flavored with vanilla. 

Kgg Croquettes.—Four hnrdbollecl 
eggs, three iiiblespoonfuls of cream, 
butter the size of a large nutmeg, a 
heaping saltspoonful of salt, a dash 
of pepper. AVhen the eggs are very 
hard and perfectly cold rub through 
a fine wire sieve, add the cream, salt 
and pepper, beating in graduallv. 
Melt the butter and stir in. As 
eggs sometimes vary in size, a little 
thickening may bo needed to give the 
right consistency. Use the finest 
cracker dust, adding a little at a 
time until the mixture can be mould¬ 
ed into very soft balls. Roll ir\ 
cracker ^dust and drop into n deep 
kettle of hot fat to fry. UTicn they 
arc brown, drain on a wire sieve, 
and serve with lettuce salad. For 
thin purpo.se the croquettes should 
1)0 cold. When hot, serve with 
crisf) bacon. 

Lemon Snaps.—One pound of 
flour, half a pound of butter, one 
desert spoonful of allspice.’ two of 
ground ginger, the grated peel of 
half and the juice of a large lemon. 
Mix all well together, add a cup of 
molasse.s, beat it well, pour it on 
buttered sheet tins and spread it thin¬ 
ly over them. Bake in a rather 
slow oven, and roll each square 
around the linger as it is raised from 
the tin. These are quite as deli¬ 
cious ns the best brandy snaps sold 
by confectioners. 

Beef Bool.—Two pounds round 
stenk, chopped fine, two well-beaten 
one-half tcacupful rolled 
crackers, one-half cup warm butter, 
onc-half cup sweet milk, one small 
onion and a little sage; season with 
salt and pepper, mix all together 
with a stiff spoon. Put in a deep, 
square bred tin and bake one hour in 
a hot oven. Baste quite often after 
it begins to brown. The onion or 
and any kind of other flavoring foi 
meats added. This is very nire hot 
for dinner or slice<l cold for lunch. 

Almond custard—One pint of milk, 
one-fourth cupful of sugar, one- 
fourth pound of almonds, blanched 
and pounded fine, two eggs and two 
Icaspoonfuls of roso-water. Stir ov¬ 
er the fire till thick ns cream, then 
set in oven till firm. Just before 
serving cover with whipped cream, 
tinted delicately with strawberry 
B.vrup or red currant Jelly.

MUSIC DECIDES SUIT. 

Judge Calls Famous Musician to 
Prove Value of Violin. 

On one occasion, some time ago. 
all who were pres(»nt in the court of 
justice at Herlin had the great plea¬ 
sure of listening to a free perforin- 
once by Prof, .loach'im, the famou.s 
violinist. It appeared from the evi¬ 
dence that a dealer in musical in-^ 
stnmionts was charged with cheat¬ 
ing a cu.stonicr by rcpre.senting that 
e violin which he offered for sale at 
SI.25 was an inKtrument that could 
he ployed. 

The great professor wa.s called in 
as an expert witness, and. taking up 
tho impugned instrument, he pro¬ 
ceeded to play upon it. Under his 
magic fingers it really sounded like 
a violin, but in a few moments, 
much to the regret of his listeners, 
the maestro laid the instrument 
down with an evident air of con¬ 
tempt. But he had secured the ac¬ 
cused's accpnttal. 

The great tenor Mario once had 
to give a free exhibition of his mag¬ 
nificent vocal powers in com t, in 
orde»- to gain freedom for him.self. 
He had been arre.sted in Madrid, in 
mistake for a mischevious political 
agitator, and in vain proclaimed his 
identity to the powers that be. Fin¬ 
ally. be was told I'hat if he really 
was the famous .singer his voice was 
a certain means of convincing the 
court of the truth of lur. claim. For 
seven or eight minutes Mario x^heltl 
all within hearing spellbound. and 
he was then allowed to take his de¬ 
parture. with profuse apologies for 
his arrest and detention.

More 
than once the rocks have echoed with 
the crack of the guards' rifles. I 
have seen a shot-riddled boat which 
boro witness to this, and 1 have 
spoken to u man who struck his kneo 
while ho was rowing desperately 
1 through the surf to escape the fire of 
tho guards. But that was In peace 
time. Now tho Kotik lies at Sase¬ 
bo, a pri/.o of war, and the Aleut 
land Zabiaka, which also guarded the 
'northern sea against the seal poach¬ 
ers, havo scurried off to shelter, and 
tho guards have gone from both 
riobben and Commnnderofski Islands. 
So, the raiders may raid unhindered. 
I’erhnpB they have already done so.

I'ho work of grafting an eyelid is 
not ea.sy and is very seldom attemp¬ 
ted in England. However, Dr. Toss- 
well. a wcll-kno'vn eye specialist in 
the West of England, determined to 
make tlie attempt, and taking var¬ 
ious minute portions of skin from 
the patient's arm stitched them to 
what remained of the eyelid. The 
operation was a

but tho patient stood it excellently, 
and in eight weeks' time sufficient 
skin had been grafted to enable the 
sufferer to close and open his eye 
with considerable facility. 

To give tt few inches "of skin docs 
not reriuiro vcr>- much courage—tho 
idea being far worse than the actual 
cutting. Resides, there is no objec¬ 
tion to the victim being placed un¬ 
der tho influence of ether if desire<l. 
though, <Miriously enough, it is bet¬ 
ter that the iinliont on w'hom the 
flesli tl.ssue is to be grafted should 
be ojierated on while nwnke. T*be af¬ 
ter-effects amount to very little, the 
place from which the skin has been 
taken being about as sore as a vac¬ 
cination mark immediately after tho 
operation. 

Of course, some patients w'ho en¬ 
ter tho hospital for tho, purpose of 
undergoing skin-grnftli*^ have many 
friends who are only too willing to 
supply tho needful material, and 
when they are healthy we allow 
them to make tho sacrifice. No one, 
however, need ever find any difficulty 
in obtaining as much cuticle as ho 
or she require.*! so long us they can 
pay for it, for there are thousands 
of peo|)lc who would gladly part 
with as much skin ns is consistent 
with safety at prices as low as one 
shilling the square inch.

Years ago my husband gave up 
raising our own pork, as he thought 
we could buy it much cheaper, writci 
Mrs. R. M. Smith. However, wc ha«l

hut it 1. evident that a liberal eu^ ,, .hingle roof, end elding it up 

with building paper between the out¬ 
side. Wu secured a substantial iron 
trough, with two apartments, ono 
for water. 

Let me say right hero that good 
clean water was always before them. 
They drank but little, but that Httlo 
seemed very e.ssential. I thought 
iron troughs much better than wood¬ 
en ones, for frtey could be kept clean¬ 
er and did not require scalding as 
often.

THIRTY KILLED IN WRECK 

Train Was Derailed on a Bridge 
in Spain. 

A Madrid despatch soya 'Thirty 
persons were killed on Wednesday 
night in a train wreck in tho Pro¬ 
vince of Tcruel (one of tho most 
mountainous in Spain, abounding in 
torrents). The train was derailed on 
a bridge over the Jiloca River, and 
the coaches were burned. Tl\e bridge 
took fire, and tho engine fell into 
the river, dragging a number of 
rocka behind it. A terrific storm 
was raging at the time and the wind 
fanned the flames. Some of tho 
coaches were caught on the project¬ 
ing parts of the bridge and hung in 
mid air, and by the light of the 
burning bridge passengers could bo 
seen jumping into the river. ITie vic¬ 
tims were mostly gendarmes. In ad¬ 
dition to the large death list it is 
feared that many were injured.

especially as both men and horses 
arc apt to find their time fully occu- 
piiKj. Again the farmer’s family 
could not consume a beef animal be¬ 
fore it would spoil, so it IS out of 
the question to think of killing his 
own. In order to make the use of 
fresh meat possible in every farm 
home, even during summer months, 
tho Live Stock Commissioner, Ot¬ 
tawa. recommends tho more general 
establishment of beef rings, which 
have been euccessfully carri^ on for 
j'oars in some sections of Canada. 
BEEP RINGS. 

These rings are not, as the name 
might indicate, “trusts" for the con¬ 
trol of the production and sale of 
beef, but are groups of farmers who 
co-operate to supply their tables 
with fresh meat during the summer. 
The ring is usually composed of six¬ 
teen, twenty or twenty-four momliers, 
although sometimes ns many as for¬ 
ty,^ are enrolled. Each member agrees 
to supply one beef animal during tho 
summer, and in order to give plenty 
of time for preparation, the members 
draw lots tho previous winter to de¬ 
termine the order in which they shall 
contribute animals. After the draw¬ 
ing members may exchange numbers 
if they find it mutually advantage¬ 
ous. Two small families may com¬ 
bine for ono share. 

THE ANIMAL. 

The regulations usually provide 
that each member shall svipply a 
steer or heifer inder three years old. 
sound, healthy and in gt»od condi¬ 
tion, dressing from 400 to 500 
pounds of beef, and grain-ied for at 
least six weeks previous to killing, if 
an animal is not up to the standard 
it may bo rejected and tho owner 
compelled to supply another, or it 
may be accepted at a lower valua¬ 
tion. T’he decision in such cases is 
left to the secretary or a duly ap¬ 
pointed committee of inspection. 
KILLING AND DISTRIBUTION. 

A butcher is employed to kill and 
cut up tho animals, tho owner ii?- 
taining the head, heart fat and hide. 
The amount paid for killing and cut¬ 
ting up a beast is usually 82 to $2.- 
50, with an extra dollar if tho butch¬ 
er makes delivery, which is not a 
general practice. Of course it is 
not necessary to employ a profession¬ 
al butcher, but a man is required 
who can do the work neatly and 
well, and cut up the carca.so along 
the usual line and in the same way 
each time. Tho butcher provides a 
hook for each member and hangs 
thereon the portion for each family 
as the animal is cut up. Each mem¬ 
ber should have two meat bogs with 
his name on, so that one of them 
may always be at the butcher shop 
ready to receive the weekly portion. 
In the case of some rings each family 
gets only one piece: in others a good 
piece of the hind quarter and an in¬ 
ferior piece of the forequarter, or 
vice versa; in still others n member 
gets a boiling piece, a roast and a 
piece of steak each week. The

NO SALE l'X)R THE SKIMMILK. 

After the pigs were a week old, a 
tablaspoonfnl of warm pudding made 
of ground oats and wheat mixed, 
salted and thoroughly cooked, was 
given with the milk. This was increas¬ 
ed gradually, until they were given all 
they could cat,, four”times a day. 

After they were zwo months old 
they were given a padding made of 
corn meal mixed with milk, all they 
would eat. They soemed to grow 
fat very rapidly. The oats and 
wheat given while they wore young 
produced muscle. 

As there was no place for them to 
run on the ground, plenty of green 
weeds, grass and clover were fed 
every day. All the refuse from the 
vegetables used in the kitchen, and 
later in tho fall, all the sweet ap¬ 
ples they could eat were given. 

A pan of charcoal was always be¬ 
fore them, and they would eat n lit¬ 
tle every day. The charcoal was se¬ 
cured by digging a hole in the 
groun>'^ buildintr a fire of cobs, and 
after it was well st.artcd half a bush¬ 
el of corn cabs was placed on it. It 
was left 24 hours, and wa.s the fin¬ 
est of charcoal. 

October 15 the smallest one was 
sold, and tho larger one was kept 
for our own use. It mad^ the sweet¬ 
est and best of pork, tho be.st I have 
over eaten. 'Then, too, there is 
great satisfaction in eating sausage, 
head-choese, etc., of yotir own mak¬ 
ing.

One of 
the local doctors still maintains that 
the outbreak is impetigo, and not 
smallpox, in sjiite of the fact that 
'nil the other doctors admit that the 
disease is smallpox.

THE ADVANTAOE.S. 

Wherever it has been tried this 
system has given excellent results, 
as is shown by the fact that it is dif¬ 
ficult. to gain admission to the rings, 
as there is no inclination to drop 
out. The farmers’ wives and daugh¬ 
ters are particularly well pleased, as 
the abundance of fresh meat at their 
command simplifies the .question of 
providing suitable meals. Then the 
faimers get their beef at the actual 
cost, paying no more for the best 
cut.s than they would for tho cheap¬ 
est they could bt>y at retail. Under 
the operation of the beef ring each 
family gets its portion within a few 
hours after killing, so that there is 
littb! difficulty in keeping the moat 
fresh for nearly a week. The usual 
method is to use tho steak and roast 
first, and put the boiling piece into 
brine or a refrigerator until needed.
